Marinas 
and boat launching areas charge a very 
nominal fee to put you and your boat 
on the water and ready for fun. All 
marinas have boats available for rental. 
Prices vary according to the size of the 
boat. Sailing on the lake is exceptional 
with several marinas offering sailboat 
rentals. 


Row boats only are permitted on 
the lakes at Herrington Manor State 
Park, New Germany State Park and 
Savage River Reservoir. Rentals are 
available from the park superintendent 
at Herrington Manor and New 
Germany. 


The following are the Department 
of Natural Resources regulations ap- 
plicable to Deep Creek Lake: 


1. All vessels on said lake shall 
carry one Coast Guard approved life 
preserver, buoyant vest, ring buoy or 
buoyant cushion, for each person on 
board. 


2. No vessel, exceeding thirty (30) 
feet in length shall be operated on said 
lake. Length shall be determined by 
measuring the greatest overall length 
stem to stern. 


3. No vessel, other than an au- 
thorized patrol vessel, shall use a siren 
on said lake. 


4. No houseboat of any descrip- 
tion shall be permitted on the waters 
of said lake. 


5. No garbage, sewage, or other like 
waste material may be dumped, dis- 
charged or otherwise placed in the 
waters of said lake from any vessel. 


6. No vessel, except those manually 
propelled, shall be operated from 
yellow buoys which designate wharves, 
piers, docks and bathing beaches on 
said lake, except for departure and 
landing. The positioning of said buoys 
on the waters of the lake shall be de- 
termined by the Game and Inland Fish 
Commission. 


7. No aircraft of any description 
shall be permitted to land, remain or 
take off from the waters of said lake 
without written permission first having 
been secured from the Game and In- 
land Fish Commission and the Penn- 
sylvania Electric Company. 


8. Running lights must be carried 
after dark. 


9. Water Skiing: No person shall 
operate any machinery-propelled ves- 
sel for the purpose of towing a person 
or persons of water skis or aquaplane 
or similar device unless the operator of 
the boat is at least twelve (12) years of 
age and there is in the vessel another 
person at least twelve years of age to 
observe the progress of the person 
being towed. No towing shall take 
place between the hours of sunset and 
sunrise. 


10. All boats must display proper 
boat registration numbers which must 
be at least three inches high and a 
color which will contrast with the 
background.

CASSELMAN BRIDGE — The Cas- 
selman Bridge is located just east of 
Grantsville along Route 40. The his- 
toric stone arch bridge, built in 1813, 
was at one time the longest single span 
bridge in the country. The stone struc- 
ture was once part of the National 
Pike running between Cumberland and 
Wheeling, West Virginia. It provided 
an improved method of transportation 
for both passengers and freight. 


Closed to traffic in 1953, the bridge 
was restored with funds made avail- 
able by the State of Maryland. In 
1964 the Department of the Interior 
designated the bridge a Registered His- 
torical Landmark. A picnic area with 
fireplaces and other facilities has been 
developed alongside the bridge. 


The scenic beauty of the bridge and 
Casselman River makes a beautiful 
setting for a summer cookout or out- 
door get together.

MAPLE SUGAR — Sugaring is old- 
er than the history of our nation. 
Indians tapped the trees long before 
the white man arrived. The art of sug- 
aring is still practiced in Garrett Coun- 
ty, basically unchanged from the In- 
dian days. Although one may see trac- 
tors instead of horses, the production 
techniques are much the same. In 
spite of the fact that a maple must be 
40 years old before it can be tapped, 


many groves still exist in Garrett Coun- 
ty. One of the most beautiful is Bren- 
neman’s Grove, located near Bittinger. 
Sugaring takes place in late winter or 
early spring and authentic Garrett 
County maple sugar is available from 
several stores in the area. 


MUDDY CREEK FALLS — Muddy 
Creek Falls is in the Swallow Falls 
State Park. Its 64-foot plunge is the 
longest in the state of Maryland. The 
waterfall is one of the most beautiful 
sites in Garrett County. It is situated 
in a cool and towering forest where 
complete facilities have been provided 
for camping and picnicking. The land 
beside the falls is the site of the 1918 
camp of Henry Ford, Thomas Edison 
and Harvey Firestone. A marker erec- 
ted by the Garrett County Historical 
Society commemorates this site. 


While visiting Muddy Creek Falls, 
be sure you also see Swallow Falls.

New Germany State Park is located 
five miles southeast of Grantsville in 
the heart of the Savage River State 
Forest. Recreation facilities are planned 
for the whole family. A 13-acre lake 
is stocked with trout and also pro- 
vides excellent swimming facilities. 
Picnic areas and pavilions are avail- 
able near the lake. A modern camp- 
ing area is available at New Germany, 
as well as ten vacation cabins. Appli- 
cations for cabin reservations may be 
obtained from the Superintendent of 
State Parks, Department of Parks, 
State Office Building, Annapolis, Mary- 
land 21404. 


OAKLAND, MARYLAND — Oak- 
land is 2,650 feet above sea level and 
is located in the southwestern section 
of Garrett County. It is the county 
seat and is governed by a Mayor and 
six Councilmen. The tax rate has re- 
mained at 90¢ per $100 assessment for 


a number of years. The town has its 
own water filtration plant. The streets 
are well maintained and cleaned reg- 
ularly, with snow removal during the 
winter months being prompt and ef- 
ficient.

PENN ALPS — Penn Alps is an or- 
ganization dedicated to the improve- 
ment of living standards of people liv- 
ing in the Allegheny Mountains, with 
Garrett County lying in the heart of 
the area served. It operates the largest 
handicraft marketing facility in this 
mountain region, in conjunction with 
a Pennsylvania Dutch restaurant con- 
taining several dining rooms. The Al- 
pine Room, which was added in 1969, 
is graced by a huge fireplace of stone 
dressed in 1818, exposed beams and 
bay windows green with plant life. 


Situated on U. S. Route 40, just 
east of Grantsville, Penn Alps is con- 
veniently located for tourists and has 
parking facilities for same. During the 
summer months, June through August, 
handicraft demonstrations and classes 
dot the Penn Alps “‘campus’”’ of several 
acres. A bee-hive of activity is the 
1820 Winterburg log house moved 
from Grantsville and rebuilt in 1966 
as a one-story cabin. The wool story 
(carding, spinning and weaving) is dem- 
onstrated five days a week on the main 
floor in authentic early American set- 
ting, while pottery making on the pot- 
ter’s wheel is demonstrated in the 
“cellar’”’ of the cabin. The largest non- 
commercial outdoor kiln in the region 
is fired during the summer months to 
take care of extensive year around pot- 
tery production. A second log house 
is being constructed near the first for 
candle dipping and herb packaging.

THE CHIMNEY CORNER 
RED HOUSE, MARYLAND 
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SAVAGE RIVER DAM — One of 
Maryland’s largest dams — 1,050 feet 
long, rising 184 feet above the stream 
bed. Stream flow from the dam is con- 
trolled by a concrete lined tunnel 10 
feet in diameter and 170 feet long. 
Operated by the Army Corps of En- 
gineers, the Savage River Dam supplies 
water each spring to permit whitewater 
racing. The Savage River Reservoir 
provides year around fishing excite- 
ment for all. 


SAVAGE RIVER FOREST — The 
largest woodland tract operated by the 
Maryland Department of Natural Re- 
sources, totaling 52,770 acres. Loca- 
ted in eastern Garrett County, it of- 
fers a variety of recreational activities. 
Trout fishing abounds in the many 
streams of the Savage River watershed, 
while hunters take to the woods in the 
fall after rabbit, grouse, turkey and 
deer. Many miles of hiking trails offer 
excellent sightseeing to those who en- 
joy the peace and quiet of the back- 
woods. The center for activities is New 
Germany State Park, featuring cabins, 


camping areas and a 73 acre lake. The 
tallest tree in the State of Maryland is 
also located in the Savage River For- 
est! A brochure with map of the Sav- 
age River Forest is available free from 
the Deep Creek Lake — Garrett County 
Promotion Council, Oakland, Mary- 
land 21550. 


SCENIC LIFT — Scenic chairlift 
rides to the top of Marsh Mountain 
provide an opportunity to view a wide 
area of Deep Creek Lake and surround- 
ing countryside. The lift is 3,750 feet 
long and from the 55’ observation tow- 
er high atop the mountain there is a 
12-mile panoramic view. Visitors to 
the ski mountain might also hike to 
the nature trails. The elevation of the 
mountain is 3,080 feet. The price is 
$1.00 per ride. In the winter months, 
the lift carries skiers to the top of the 
mountain to participate in Garrett 
County’s favorite sport. 


SKIING — The Wisp Ski Area, loca- 
ted at Deep Creek Lake, is Maryland’s 
largest ski area. With an elevation of 
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Horseback riding along the cool Mountain Trails

3,080 feet and a vertical rise of 600 
feet, Wisp provides excellent skiing for 
young and old, beginner or expert. 
There are several major ski runs and 
challenging trails on the 220 acres of 
mountainside. The longest single run 
is 2 miles. A variety of lifts are in op- 
eration, including the famous double 
chair, rope tows, poma and T-bar lifts. 
A modern comfortable base lodge 
houses a cafeteria, ski rental shop, re- 
pair shop, Rudy’s Ski Shop (famous 
for ski apparel, accessories and equip- 
ment) and the Wisp Ski School. Ski 
classes are available in private and 
group sessions, including lessons for 
children. A new 48-unit two-story mo- 
tel now provides additional on-the- 
slope accommodations. Dormitory ac- 
commodations are also available. Snow- 
making equipment has been expanded 
to supplement the natural snowfall of 
the area.

the winter season in addition to the 
Maryland State Snowmobile Champ- 
ionship Races held annually.
